The Boston aquarium has its share of 
strange fish. ‘The black angel and the 
porkfish are two specimens that have 
never before been in a northern | 
aquarium. Their rarity makes them hard 
to obtain and to care for. 

Another rare habitant of the southern 
waters seen yesterday was the ced hind. 
Fishes with unusual names, which their 
appearance and actions do not bear out, 
are the butterfly fish and the cow 
They are both odd fishes and interested 
many persons. The sea horses are a 
distinct feature although they are not 
unusual in northern aquariums. 

Probably none of the _ specimens 
aroused more interest than a half dozen 
very lively seals. Thus far these ani- 
mals have shown a strong liking for 
Visitors.

for Women | other source. He can go so far, according 
to such good authority as the Dallas Morning 


News, as to dispose. of her bank account 
without her knowledge or consent. It is only 
because husbands in general do not take advantage of their legal 
opportunities in,Texas and elsewhere that the cry of justice for 
women has not been louder than the cry for votes. However, the 
law is not invalidated by reason of the refusal of conscientious men 
tu take advantage of it; the exceptional cases in which women are 
wronged by reason of its existence are numerous enough to justify 
a movement for its repeal. 

Last July the Texas Bar Association adopted a resolution hold- 
ing that the Legislature should provide by law that married women 
shall have the right to the exclusive management, control and dispo- 
sition of their separate property and their own personal earnings, 
independent .of the control or joint action of the husband, and to 
make contracts the same as a feme sole. Clubwomen have been in 
convention at Ft. Worth recently, and they have protested vigor- 
ously against the injustice to which the married woman in Texas 
may be subjected. The press, too, has taken the matter in hand, and, 
as a result, the probabilities are that the approaching session of the 
Legislature will pass a bill drawn to meet the necessities of the case. 

This measure provides that all property owned by husband and 
wife before marriage, together with the increase of all such lands, 
and all property acquired by either husband or wife after marriage, 
by gift, devise or descent, shall be separate property, to be controlled 
or disposed of by either during the marriage relation, but that all 
other property acquired after marnage by either husband or wife 
shall be deemed the common property-of both, to be disposed of only 
by the husband, except the personal earnings of the wife, and except 
the income from her separate property. Provision is also made grant- 
ing the wife to enter into any contract she would be authorized to 
tmake but for her marriage, except those specifically mentioned in the 
bill, and elsewhere forbidden, and her coverture is held not to be a 
defense in any suit or action based on such a contract. The husband 
being the provide, must, of course, have freedom to transact busi- 
ness, a freedom that is exercised in all mercantile lines, for instance 
by the sale, exchange, or transfer of property to which the wife has a 
claim. 

The bill seems to cover the points that are calling for attention. 
1. is to be hoped that it will obtain early and favorable consideration 
and that its enactment will give impulse to measures granting fuller 
justice to womenvin all the other states of the Union.

THE French government, it is announced, 
proposes to establish a natiopal museum of 
headcoverings, probably at Marseilles. There 
is already a large collection both of shoes 
and hats at the Musee de Cluny, and France, 
besides, has a museum given over wholly to 
footwear. In various repositories through- 
out the country there are collections both of 
men’s and women’s headwear of the various 
: periods of its history. The point is to get 
these together and have them properly classified, labeled and 
exhibited, so that a study of them may be historically informing. 
Some of the closest observers of human activities and human nature 
in modern times have been strong proponents of the idea that as 
much attention should be paid by historians to what men and women 
wear as to what they eat and say anddo. We all know how Thomas 
Carlyle philosophized in .““Sartor Resartus.’”’ Dickens reveled in 
descriptions of the clothing worn by his characters, and he delighted 
in good fits. Mr. Pickwick, the Artful Dodger, Mr. Pecksniff, Mr. 
Dombey and the rest, were all clad in apparel especially designed for 
them; . Thackeray was equally as particular. His readers could tell 
Becky Sharp by her bonnet wherever they might see her. 
~ Would it not be well for other nations to follow France’s exam- 
ple in this museum matter? No doubt contributors to a museum of 
this kind would spring up in all parts of the United States. The 
study of headwear from colonial times down would afford diversity, 
entertainment and instruction. It would be waluable economically 
as well as historically. It might be a means of leading the people 
back to the simpler ways of the forebears. That is, if they went back 
no farther than the Puritans, who were disposed to go bareheaded 
when circumstances permitted, as many of their descendants are dis- 
posed to do now. : 

In any exhibition of this kind, however, the styles of the period 
should be interdicted. However people might be interested in head- 
wear of fifty or a hundred or three hundred or a thousand years ago, 
the styles of last year or the year before or even of ten or twenty 
years before, would be repugnant to them. Men and women are 
se constituted temperamentally that they do not care anything about 
comparatively new old styles in hats. They do not care to be 
reminded that they wore this or that hideous creation last year, or 
the year before, or at any time. Show them what their ancestors 
wore, and then they are free to make remarks on the improvement 
of taste and to flatter themselves that the world is going forward 
all the time. But if the museum is complete they will s6on discover 
that in relation to headwear as in relation to many other things, the 
world, instead of moving forward, is going round in a circle. They 
were wearing the plumed hats that women look so well in today in 
the days of Henry III., and the soft felts that men are wearing so 
becormmingly today when Venice ruled the Adriatic. There is really 


nothing new in hats. 4 
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THE presence in Boston of two represent- 
atives of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha charged 
with the duty of careful study of port facili- 
ties is a sign of two things. One is the 
thoroughness with which the Japanese are 
investigating the alterations in commercial 
and maritime affairs to be brought by the 
Panama canal. The other is the growing 
repute of Boston as a port of entry, manu- 
facture and shipment of goods. These 
experts have been sent forth by the Japanese Steamship Company 
with the explicit, avowed aim of determining for the Asiatic 
enterprise where it shall establish an American Atlantic terminal, 
following the opening of the canal. For obvious reasons a port 
nearer the canal and on the Gulf of Mexico has its attractions, and 
New Orleans has been carefully studied by Messrs. Sakamoto and 
Hashizuchi. On the other hand a port farther north, nearer points 
where Japanese manufacttired products are bought in large quanti- 
ties, would have its advantages. 
their way across the continent to Seattle by rail at rates that add 
not a little to their cost. 

The Nippon Yusen Kaisha has such a splendidly articulated sys- 
tem of subsidiary lines penetrating all the waters of the Pacific that 
were it to make it possible for New England manufacturers to, ship 
direct from Boston to continental Asiatic ports without the goods 
passing out of the hands of the original shipping agent it certainly 
would find a volume of business not to be treated as negligible. 
Owing to the intimate relations between the Japanese government 
and this transportation company and the definitely established co- 
operation in Japan of government and national commerce, this 
American trade extension enterprise is certain to be considered in 
a far-sighted way and to have its possibilities carefully calculated. 
Happily Boston now has official bodies that can speak for her in 
a generous and enterprising way should anything come of the 
tentative investigations now being made.

country and the Filipinos, saw that it was 
incumbent on the administration of which he 
is head fo provide wider markets for the 
Filipino products. _Not only were raw ma- 
terials for export ag abundant as they were 
prior to American rule, but finished products 
of handicraft were gaining in volume. Under 
the stimulus of a school system that penetrated everywhere and 
worked the inevitable results of education, old native industries were 
revived by trained and ambitious youth. Native craftsmanship plus 
a practical and vocational form of education was bringing forth fruits 
that could not be allowed to go to waste. 

So a sales agency for the islands was established, and a com- 
petent promoter placed in charge. Flaving devised the administrative 
details on the Manila end, this man set forth to seek markets in 
America and Europe. It was his business to find purchasers of 
laces, basketry, embroidery, matting, curios and the weapons that 
civilization is inducing the savage tribes to surrender. Obviously 
if this effort of Governor Forbes and his efficient sales agent, Mr. 
O’Reilly, can be steadily maintained for a few years, it must have a 
marked effect on Philippine exports. The distinctive arts and manu- 
factures of old, rather than new, Japan have contributed greatly to 
her rise as a trading nation. There is nothing in the case of the 
Filipinos that is likely to duplicate the vogue that some distinctively 
Japanese products have had in Europe and in America, but there 
are good reasons for believing that if their laces, embroideries and 
bead work could be made known beyond seas there would be a large 
and steady demand for them. Americans have yet to appreciate fully 
the attainments of the Filipinos in matters of feeling, art and 
idealism.

uses. Indeed, so enormous 1s the amount of surplus wealth in the 
hands of individuals who are beneficently inclined in the matter 
of distribution of their gains that it has become necessary for careful 
students of social conditions to get together to consider all the 
bearings of the new situation. Hence “ was that, at the recent 
annual meeting of the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science, the entire session was devoted to the subject of wise and 
efficient philanthropy. 

Indiscriminate giving to individuals has ceased in American 
communities where study of results has shown that a pure and kind 
motive back of a gift in no way insures that the recipient will use 
it in a. way to promote his own good or to further social progress. 
The modern emphasis in charity is on preservation of self-respect 
and economic self-recovery in the person aided. 

Judging from the tenor of several of the papers read at the 
academy’s recent meeting, precisely the same problem now faces 
America in connection with giving to its institutions. Beggary, per- 
petual seeking for aid, receipt of income conditioned upon specific 
policies, may do for the college or asylum, the social settlement or 
the kindergarten what it does for individuals who are always in a 
mendicant mood. . 

It is not surprising that already signs appear of a demand for 
the same kind of expert ‘advice in connection with giving wisely to 
causes that is now available in giving to persons. ‘The post of 
adviser on matters of this kind to a dispenser of money like Mrs. 
Harriman or Miss Helen Gould is one of utmost importance, and it 
is interesting to see men and wonien of fine education and adequate 
sociological knowledge now being employed by millionaires to serve 
as their counselors.

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THE army and navy contest on Saturday

The 
peculiar excellencies of the contestants have been developed. [Each 
eleven has been brought up to the top notch in discipline, quality and 
deportment. . 

To the newer and better coaching system belongs the credit for 
all this. Men of higher standard have been attracted to, and 
encouraged to take part in, this work. The morale of the elevens 
has been advanced accordingly. There is a different, and a much 
higher, conception of the game among the players. All seem to be 
imbued with the. idea that intellect is a more important factor even 
than physical strength in the outcome of a match, and all seem to 
be moved by an ideal that embraces not only personal and college 
pride but regard for the effect that the example of university teams 
will have upon the athletics and the youth of the country. 

The composition of the elevens has withstood sharper scrutiny, 
as the men have borne cleser analysis, this year than ever before.

THE finance commission of Boston, called [7 
upon ‘last November for a comprehensive 
investigation of the city’s building deépart- 
ment, has filed a report. Recommendations 
as to change of personnel affect only subor- 
dinates. Some reorganization of bureaus is 
urged. In order to induce a higher grade 
of man in the division that has charge of 
plans and construction of all buildings some 
increase of salary 1s recommended ;_but noth- 
ing commensurate with the income that men in charge of similar 
work receive from the great construction companies and rom firms 
of architects. Wholly praiseworthy, however, is such increase as 
the commission recommends, and praiseworthy also are the proposals 
of the commission respecting stricter insistence on technical pro- 
ficiency on the part of inspectors employed by the city to see that 
existing laws‘are enforced. Candidates for appointment hereafter 
must show something more than ability to pass the civil service tests. 

When inspectors are named, after having met such increased 
standards of nomination, there also must be, so the commissioners 
say, far less willingness of the part of the appointees to. accept 
incomes and perquisites ‘on the side,’ as these ofterr prevent disin- 
terested official action. Such toning’ up of the inspecting force can 
be compassed in part by selection of a better staff and in part by 
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creation of offices for two supervisors who can aid the building com- 


missioner when he is forced to deal with other and larger aspects of 
the general problem. i | 

Boston is not singular in such a state of administrative laxity 
and imperfection of method as the Ginance commission finds. There 
are very few American cities that, while growing, have deliberately 
controlled the process along reasonable lines. . Layws governing sites, 
heights, materials and modes of construgtion of buildings usually 
come tardily, after blunders have been made. Doors are locked after 
steeds are stolen. Reformers who see needs aud labor to meet wants 
find aggressive interests opposed to restrictive legislation and to effec- 
tive inspection and supervision. The effort in Boston today to check 
the hazardous as well as unpleasing rapid growth in residential dis- 
tricts of the wooden three-decker dwelling is steadily blocked by 
interests that profit by sale of land and by building operations. 

The value of the finance commission's probing is that it goes on 
impartially and without reference to results, however disturbing pub- 
licity may be to persons or to parties. Moreover recommendations 
follow analysis. Concrete changes are urged as well as abstract 
principles. ‘
